Dr. Conrad Hoffman Chosen 
During War to Supervise 
Prisoners 

FOUISDER OF LS.9. 

Lecture Being Held This 
Afternoon at 5 o'clock in 
Strathcona Hall 

"Hitler and the Jews,"" will be the 
subject of an address by Dr. Conrad 
Hoffman, founder of the International 
Student Service, which wppK^glven 
this afternoon in Strathoônà 'x^ at 
five p.m. 

For seven years following the War 
the visitor to McGill Via bï charge 6f 
the distribution of thousands of dollars 
contributed by Canadian and Ameri- 
can students for the' rélief of needy 
students in Europe, who were suffer- 
ing from theiefféctis of the conflict. 

Dr. Hoffman, an American of non- 
Jewish origin, was chosen during the 
War, before the United States entered, 
to be In charge of the work done for 
prisoners of war in different countries 
of Europe. He rendered- such capable 
service in this connection as to be 
chosen for the important position of 
conducting the European Student Re- 
lief in the post-war years. Out of this 
work 'was. afterwards developed 'the 
well-known movement known as In- 
ternational Student Service (I.S.S.) 

The lecturer is a talented speaker 
with an intimate knowledge of Euro^ 
pean affairs and conditions.

American Novelist 
Subject Of Paper 
Given For Society 

English Literature Society 
Heard Paper on William 
\ Faulkner

44JT IS not wise to doguiatizie about 
the significance of a living" writer 
—especially one as young, compara- 
tlifely, as Faulkner," said Joyce Mar- 
shall, fourtli year houom-s student in 
English, in dellverln;{ a paper on Wil- 
liam Faulkner at a meet.'ng of tlie 
English Literatmc Society on Friday 
aftcrncon. William Faulkner is "one 
of the yoiuigcst of those writers es- 
tablished at tlic proseiii day. Bom in 
1897 he was still In his teens at the 
outbreak, of the Great War, and all 
his work has been pulblislied since 
1926. Since then he has become the 
subject of extensive controversy; he 
Is one of those writers who were in- 
fluenced by the war— in the special- 
ized field of the regional novel, his 
particular field beb^ the life of the 
poor whites in the few miles of Missis- 
sippi State surrounding a town which 
he calls Jefferson in all his novels. 

In dealing with Faulkner's style and 
the objections which have been made 
to It, Miss Marshall took as her model 
his book "As I Lay Dying," and dis- 
cussed it in some detail A small group 
of people are concerned^ cringle fa- 
mily of poor whltés,-^Anse and Addle 
Bundren, and Cash, Darl, Jewel, Dewey 
Dell, and Vardaman, their children. 
OUmpscs of neighbours are brief, 
though sliarp, and It is with the Bund- 
lens that he deals alwai-s,— and with 
the ". . . yellow sulpluirous countryside 
through which they move." The plot 
of the book Is simple in its essentials. 
Stream of Couscloasneaa 

Faulkner iises in his novels the 
"stream of consciousness" method. In 
this way an effect of great vividness 
is obtained. But there are tTO great 
pitfalls for the miter who uses this 
style— firstly, obscurity, and secondly, 
the (Sacrifice of -idiom to-eftccti or of 
effect to idiom. Faulkner lias been 
accused of both faults. In the first 
connection Faulkner has been accused 
by some critics of- setting down liis 
stories in chronological order and then 
picking up Incident? as his fancy 
prompts him and presenting them to 
a gaping' and baffled reader. These 
criticisms^ have been aimed clilefly at 
"Hie Sound And Tlie Fury," but Miss 
Manshall attempted to ^isfa oy^ telef ly, 
that the method is wan^n^œWmat' 
book, creating as it does a compact 
story. In "As I Lay Uying" there are 
tvo Jugglings with the logical sequence 
of events, but Uiese, Instead of at- 
tempting to deceive tlie readei', add to 
the effect of the united whole. As 
for actual obscurity, of reference none 
can be found in this hovel . 

The problem.' of idiom is anotlier.
